^HAT I have to say may 
strike some of you 
petting forth any 
y high or cKaltcd 
J! truth, but I am satisfied 
as to its being a vcr>- important 
maitcr. I want 10 talk to you about 
Ihe sanci ideation of the common- 
place things in life. 

Howcrcr desirable it may sccm, 
you cannot always be sitting at the 
AJastcr's feet in- that contempla- 
tive, ecstatic mood sometimes attri- 
buted, to Mary, Like Manhi, wc 
have to do a good deal of serving. 
Whether we arc encumbered by 
"much serving" is a separate ques- 
tion; but if wc a.TC to fulfil the Di- 
vine tasks wc have to do a great 
deal of serving as well as praying 
and trusting-. I may quote, with 
slight alteration, two ■ lines of a 
poem: 
Who sleeps ar,d dreams that life is 

beamy. 
Will wake to find that life is doty. 
How true that is in practical life 

The most attraetivc manifestation 
of God's power is s<cn in tht fact 
thai He stoops to touch men at the 
potnts of their daily need. It is that 
asp«t of the grace of God— the 
meeting your need in the daily bat- 
tic of life — which makes it so su- 
premely prccJOus- Jn Ihc same 
way, wbcn ve, -who profess 10 be 
fo'Iuw'crs and imitators of our 
Heavenly Father, and to regnlale 
our conduct by the principles of 
holy livings bring these prjnciptes 
lo benr upon the ordinary relation- 
Ships of life, wc arc most accepted 
id our vvitntss for Jesus Christ, and 
ticn the best, the most effective in- 
Oucnee irpon others. 

These arc the thoUghti that havt 
been in my mind, and which have 
Ted me to the subject upon which I 
wish to speak; tbc sanciificatJcn of 
the commoTipIace ihin^R. My 
thoughts arise from reading this 
pa«agc in the Book of Zeehariah: 
"In thst day sball there be upon the 
bells of the horses, Holiness unto 
the Lord; Hnd the pots in the Lord's 
hoBSc shall be like the bowls before 
the altar. Yea, every pot in JcrU- 
ssEem and in Judah shall be holiness 
enio the Lord of Hosts." 

Now. wbcn we look at these 
things, these pots and pans and 
hcrscs and tridlcs, and things of 
t&4t sort, having to do with our 
daily toil, our cooking and eating, 
•jiir «i-ork at horrtc and in the t'.rccis, 
and eonjpare ihgm with the glories 
of the Tempk. the golden candlc- 
stwks, the golden vessels, the High 
Priest's wonderful Barmcnts. bis 
breastplate, and, not least, with the 
Ats of tEie Covenant, wc fee! they 
are vcr>' eoramonplacc things. And 
ysc, you Eee, according to this statc- 
sssnt the same stamp of holiness is 
to Be p«[ npon them atL Even the 
most coramonplace of thcni comes 
wiihifj lEic scope of this Divine 
ssnetity, and ihere is to be in rela- 
tion io each of the:;i thi9 CAcrcd-

did great things -by Ihe use of the 
commonplace, look at that narn-^ 
live of the marrEage in Cana 01 
f^aliicc. Wc should probabl> 
never have heard of this marnage 
Ifiit for out Lord'ii mir^icle; and >ct, 
apart from His Divine, power, the 
process of twrtiing the water into 
wine and transforming ihc cliar- 
aclcr of Ihe entire feast, that e-.cnt 
was, indeed, a very common one 

Look, first of all, at these cIJ^ 
pots — common enough— jars and 
jugs, standing in a corner, or per' 
haps standing out on the veranda 
near where the Saviour was siltrng 
These pots arc easily broken, ind 
no great value is attached to them 
If Christ had intended to do this 
great thing you woutd have imaji- 
ined that He would have called for 
the best vciiRelFi in the hnufe; l>ut 
He did nothing of the l:ind. He 
took the very meanest vessel of the 
whole household, and He eonse- 
crated and sanctified it to His Di- 
vine use. 

Look at the water—that is eom 
mon enough. Wine 19 eostly, but 
water is ekcapi it is thrown nbout, 
slopped about, and the pails con- 
taining it arc often upset because 
easily filled again. Ordinarily 
speaking, water is one of the com 
monest of the commonplace ucceb 
sarics of life. And yet that water 
was sanctiiied fo^ a dinplny of the 
Divine power. 

Then there are the servants— 
never a scarcity in the East, where 
often there are three to do one 
man's work. Christ did not call Ihe 
master of the house to stand near 
and observe Kim, or say, "Ye high 
ly-placed guesis, come and sec." He 
left the head people, as wc should 
say. and took the eommon servants 
■'Fill up the jars; draw U out, 
carry it lo the govenior; pass it 
round," was His .timple commt/id 
And the water was turned mto 
wine.- Some one liaa poetically "iaid 
"The modest wfltcr saw its Lord 
and blushed;" bitt it wrk more 
than that, for His \vafl Ihc hctt 
wine of the feast. 

Christ, you sec, sanetiiicd eom- 
monplace things imd persoiia to 
(li.<iplay His benevolence and 
power. Make Eonie practicRl v^c of 
them io regard to your own Ihcs 

It is hardly needlnl for me to 
pi/ir-t out thai, life is very largely 
made vip of eomnionplaecS-^om- 
monplRce cogagcmentfl, romninn- 
ptace relation ships, and common* 
place fliJiicn. There arc some who 
aTc a little Letter off than oilier";
